Seven  arrested 
for  drug  felonies

Seven  BYU  students  were  arrested  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  felony  distribution  of  controlled  subst¬ 
ances  on  Monday  night  and  Tuesday  by  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Police  in  cooperation  with  other  state  agen¬ 
cies. 

More  than  $4,800  worth  of  cocaine;  marijuana, 
mushrooms,  peyote  and  speed  were  confiscated  by 
the  police. 

“The  arrests  resulted  from  an  extensive  inves¬ 
tigation  since  the  middle  of  January,”  said  Robert 
Kelshaw,  University  Police  chief. 

Six  jailed 

Six  of  the  students  arrested  are  being  held  in 
Utah  County  Jail  pending  prosecution. 

A  BYU  student  and  a  Utah  State  University 
student  were  arrested  on  Monday  night  near  the 
Ellsworth  Building  on  campus.  Two  other  arrests 
of  BYU  students  were  made  on  Monday  night  by 
the  Salt  Lake  Police.  Other  arrests  occurred  in 
private  residences  and  on  campus  throughout  the 
day  on  Tuesday. 

The  arrested  students  included:  Elroy  Small  Ca¬ 
nyon,  a  freshman  from  Shonto,  Ariz.,  majoring  in 
native  American  studies;  Roxanne  Tootoosis,  a  • 
freshman  from  Saskatchewan,  Canada  with  an  un¬ 
declared  major;  Melvin  Penn,  a  freshman  from 


Farmington,  N.M.,  majoring  in  native  American 
studies;  Vernon  Silversmith,  a  freshman  from  Fort 
Wingate,  N.M.,  majoring  in  pre-professional  stu¬ 
dies;  Chester  Lewis  III,  a  freshman  from  Hol¬ 
brook,  Ariz.,  majoring  in  computer  science;  Frank 
Allison,  a  freshman  from  Window  Rock,  Ariz., 
majoring  in  native  American  studies;  Kenny  Hall,  a 
freshman  from  Orem,  majoring  in  pre-professional 
studies  and  Drew  Olsen,  a  freshman  from  Utah 
State  University. 

Investigation 

The  investigation  and  arrests  were  a  correlated 
effort  between  the  University  Police,  Utah  State 
liquor  law  and  drug  enforcement  agents  and  the 
Northern  Utah  County  Narcotics  Enforcement 
Task  F orce  and  the  Salt  Lake  Police,  Kelshaw  said. 

“In  the  process  of  investigation  we  discovered  15 
other  student  users  who  will  be  referred  to  stan¬ 
dards,”  Kelshaw  said. 

“I  do  not  feel  that  the  usage  of  drugs  is  any  more 
prevalent  now  than  in  the  past  few  years.  The 
department  is  more  aggressively  involved  in  seek¬ 
ing  out  student  users  and  providers  of  narcotics,” 
he  said. 

R.  Michael  Whitaker,  chairman  of  University 
Standards,  said,  “any  student  that  is  so  inclined  to 
use  or  distribute  drugs  should  seek  an  education 
elsewhere.”

“We  will  not  win  by  the  majority  that  we 
did  last  December,  but  we  still  have 
enough  of  those  members  of  the  House”' 
who  consider  the  MX  a  waste  of  money 
and  will  defeat  it,  Addabbo  told  reporters. 

At  a  separate  news  conference  on  Tues¬ 
day,  Paul  Warnke,  chief  arms  control 
negotiator  for  the  Carter  administration 
and  an  MX  opponent,  noted  that  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  presidential  study  commission 
says  the  “window  of  vulnerability”  of  U.S. 
nuclear  forces  to  Soviet  attack  is  not  as 
serious  as  the  Reagan  administration  had 
contended. 


Warnke  said  that  so-called  window  “has 
never  been  anything  other  than  a  cross- 
hatch  painted  on  a  brick  wall.” 

He  said  the  MX  “is  not  necessary  for 
deterrence,”  but  he  did  applaud  the  sug- 
.  gestion  that  a  small,  single-warhead  mis¬ 
sile  be  developed. 

'Rather  sinister' 

In  Moscow,  Oleg  Bykov,  a  leading 
Soviet  arms  control  specialist,  said  in  an 
interview  with  The  Associated  Press  that 
the  latest  U.S.  MX  missile  plan  repre- 
,  sented  a  “rather  sinister”  step  forward  in, 
the  arms  race,  and  that  the  Soviets  were 
readying  a  comparable  missile  system  of 
their  own. 

“Of  course,  it  takes  two  to  make  an  arms 
race,”  Bykov  said.  “And  the  Soviet  lead¬ 
ership  has  put  it  in  so  many  words:  We  will 
respond.” 

Rep.  Jack  Edwards  of  Alabama,  rank¬ 
ing  Republican  on  Addabbo’s  subcommit¬ 
tee,  had  said  on  Monday  that  he  also  fore¬ 
saw  a  close  vote  on  the  MX  missile  and 
predicted  that  President  Reagan  will  be¬ 
come  heavily  involved  in  the  lobbying  for 
the  missile. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  long-delayed  Sen¬ 
ate  debate  on  nuclear  arms  control  nominee  Ken¬ 
neth  L.  Adelman  began  Tuesday  as  GOP  leaders 
scrambled  for  support  among  a  small  group  of  unde¬ 
cided  members.  At  best,  they  said,  he  could  win 
confirmation  by  just  one  or  two  votes. 

But  “it’s  too  close  to  call”  because  several  Repub¬ 
licans  remain  seriously  troubled  about  Adelman’s 
qualifications,  said  Ted  Stevens  of  Alaska,  assis¬ 
tant  leader  of  the  GOP  majority. 

Adelman’s  name  was  called  up  on  the  Senate 
floor  exactly  three  months  after  his  nomination  by 
President  Reagan  to  be  director  of  the  Arms  Con¬ 
trol  and  Disarmament  Agency. 

,  Sen..  Charles  H-,  Percy,  R-Ill.,  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee,  called  on 
senators  to  “render  judgment  if  the  (arms  control) 
process  will  be  speeded  up  or  slowed  down  by  vot¬ 
ing  for  Adelman  or  against  him. 

“If  we  confirm  Ambassador  Adelman,  he  will 
take  office  with  the  administration  having  taken 
strong  commitments,”  Percy  said. 

By  rejecting  the  nomination,  he  said,  the  Senate 
would  “undercut  these  commitments  and  allow  the 
arms  control  agency  to  flounder. 

“Those  voting  against  will  have  a  heavy  burden 
of  responsibility,”  Percy  said. 

Sen.  Claiborne  Pell  of  Rhode  Island,  the  top 
Democrat  on  the  committee,  said,  on  the  other 


hand,  “Mr.  Adelman  has  been  given  a  fair  test  and 
has  failed  that  test. 

“He  gives  no  indication  that  he  has  the  necessary 
burning  commitment  to  achievement  in  arms  con¬ 
trol,”  Pell  said. 

Although  a  final  vote  is  scheduled  for  Thursday, 
the  first  test  could  come  Wednesday. 

Sen.  Charles  McC.  Mathias  Jr.,  R-Md.,  an  Adel¬ 
man  opponent,  said  there  had  been  “some  talk”  of  a 
motion  to  recommit  the  nomination  to  the  Foreign 
Relations  Committee.  But  the  majority  leadership 
believed  it  could  turn  back  such  a  ploy. 

Sending  the  nomination  back  to  committee  would 
presumably  end  Adelman’s  chances,  since  the  panel 
voted  9-8  against  his  confirmation  on  Feb.  24.  The 
committee  subsequently  agreed  to  send  the 
nomination  to  the  floor  with  a  recommendation  that 
it  be  rejected. 

As  to  the  final  vote,  the  leadership  was  less  confi¬ 
dent.  Stevens  said  fewer  than  10  undecided  sena¬ 
tors  held  the  balance. 

Adelman,  36,  is  deputy  U.S.  ambassador  to  the 
United  Nations.  He  was  visiting  undecided  sena¬ 
tors  on  Capitol  Hill  as  the  Senate  debated. 

Despite  the  misgivings  of  administration  suppor¬ 
ters  about  the  outcome,  Mathias  said,  “I  have  al¬ 
ways  given  the  president  the  edge  on  this  thing.

The  MX  report,  which  Reagan  is  expected  to 
endorse  next  week,  comes  at  a  time  when  U.S.- 
Soviet  negotiations  on  limiting  or  reducing  long- 
and  medium-range  missiles  appear  deadlocked. 

Bykov  said  this  “system”  —  the  MX  paired  with 
development  of  still  another  missile  —  “is  in  excess 
of  what  has  been  the  framework  of  strategic  parity 
attained  on  both  sides. 

“The  military-political  connotation  of  this  system 
is  rather  sinister  because  it  is  stepping  up  an 
already  destabilizing  arms  race,”  he  said. 

The  Soviet  academic  said  the  “urgent  necessity” 
now  is  that  the  United  States  and  Soviet  Union 
“devise  ways  of  stopping  the  arms  race  and  then 
reducing.  .  .  strategic  levels,  rather  than  heading 
more  and  more  to  these  things,”  meaning  new 
weapons  systems. 

“We  have  already  reached  the  stage  where 
adding  more  and  more  sophisticated  weaponry  on 
both  sides  leads  only  to  further  saturation,  rather 
than  achieving  some  stage  where  a  kind  of  strategic 
breakthrough  might  be  in  sight.  It’s  a  stalemate.” 

The  Soviets,  whose  heavy,  multiple- warhead, 
land-based  missiles  are  mostly  liquid-fueled,  are 
known  to  have  been  testing  a  new  solid-fueled 
weapon.  Missiles  using  solid  propellants,  such  as 
the  MX  and  Minuteman,  are  generally  regarded  as 
nore  reliable.

Refuses  to  concede 

Late  Tuesday  night,  a  hoarse  and  weary-looking 
Epton  refused  either  to  concede  or  claim  victory, 
telling  cheering  backers  at  a  downtown  hotel:  “I 
think  that  when  we  finally  leave  this  hotel  you  will 
have  the  next  mayor  of  Chicago.” 

The  Chicago  Board  of  Election  Commissioners 
said  85  percent  of  the  1.6  million  voters  had  cast 
ballots,  surpassing  the  record  77  percent  who 
turned  out  in  the  Feb.  22  primary  in  which 
Washington  narrowly  captured  the  Democratic 
nomination  in  a  three-way  race. 


New  hotel 
to  employ 
130  locals

Provo’s  newest  hotel,  the  Provo  Excelsior, 
will  employ  about  130  local  people  when  it 
opens  May  14,  according  to  Mike  Coleman, 
director  of  personnel  and  training  for  the  hotel. 

“Right  now  we’ve  received  more  than  5,000 
job  applications  for  somewhere  around  130  or 
so  positions;”  Coleman  said.  “If  the  hotel  is  as 
successful  as  we  think  it  will  be,  we’ll  eventual¬ 
ly  need  230  positions  filled.” 

But  at  this  time,  “If  no  one  is  staying  in  the 
rooms,  we  certainly  don’t  need  many  house¬ 
keeping  people.” 

He  said  the  response  of  job  applicants  has 
been  so  good  his  office  is  having  to  refer  all 
applicants  to  Job  Service,  where  the  best 
candidates  for  jobs  will  be  screened. 

“We’re  pleased  with  the  quality  of  people 
applying  for  all  kinds  of  jobs,”  Coleman  said. 
“It’s  nice  to  come  to  a  place  and  find  exactly 
what  we  need.” 

The  hotel’s  personnel  office  is,  also  using  the 
employment  services  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  along  with  local 
and  state  programs,  to  find  the  best  people  for 
the  job,  he  said. 

According  to  Provo  Mayor  James  Ferguson, 
it  is  hoped  the  new  luxury  hotel  will  act  as  a 
catalyst  to  create  new  commercial  and  retail 
development  in  the  area. 

The  nine-story,  236-room  hotel  will  feature  a 
gourmet  and  a  casual  restaurant,  lounge,  out¬ 
door  swimming  pool,  health  facility  and  a  410- 
car  enclosed  garage,  said  Chris  Fisher,  direc¬ 
tor  of  sales  for  the  hotel.  “We  have  some  stu¬ 
dent  rates  lined  up,  but  need  final  approval 
before  they  can  be  circulated.” 

The  Provo  Excelsior  will  be  the  third  Excel¬ 
sior  hotel  in  the  United  States,  with  the  other 
two  in  Tulsa,  Okla.,  and  Little  Rock,  Ark. 

Robert  Schwartz,  president  of  Hotel  De¬ 
velopment  Corporation,  Excelsior’s  parent 
company,  said,  “The  Excelsior  will  serve  as  a 
model  for  the  other  50  or  so  to  be  built  nation¬ 
wide.” 

Provo  city  officials  began  looking  for  a  com¬ 
pany  to  build  a  downtown  hotel  a  couple  of 
years  ago.  According  to  Ron  Madsen  of  the 
Provo  Redevelopment  Office,  they  wanted  to 
bring  a  different  dimension  of  people  into  the 
area. 

“What  we  had  before  was  a  vacant  lot  that 
was  used  primarily  for  parking,”  Madsen  said. 
“Now  we’ll  have  not  only  a  covered  parking 
garage,  but  we’ll  gain  a  hotel  in  return.” 
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The  Provo  Excelsior,  which  will  open  May  14,  hopes  to  employ  about 
130  people.  Response  and  quality  of  job  applicants  has  been  good, 
said  Mike  Coleman,  director  of  personnel  and  training  for  the  hotel. 
The  new  hotel  will  hopefully  bring  $230,000  each  year  in  taxes  alone.

16  pound  newborn  a  'bruiser' 

TOMS  RIVER,  N.J.  —  A  baby  boy  born 
weighing  16  pounds,  6  ounces  doesn’t  fit  into  a 
bassinet  or  the  baby  clothes  his  parents  bought, 
but  he’s  healthy  and  ready  to  go  home,  his 
mother  said  Tuesday. 

“He’s  a  real  bruiser,”  said  Patricia  Clark,  24, 
who  planned  to  take  her  son  Kevin  Robert  Clark 
home  Wednesday  from  Community  Memorial 
Hospital,  where  he  is  the  largest  baby  ever  born. 
“He’s  hard  for  me  to  handle,  so  the  nurses  help 
me  with  him.  But  he’s  really  cute  and  we  love  him 
just  the  same'as  if  he  were  a  little  guy.” 

Despite  his  unusual  size,  doctors  found  him  to 
be  in  perfect  health,  Mrs.  Clark  said.  Kevin,  who 
is  25  inches  long,  was  born  at  3:50  p.m.  Friday, 
2Vz  weeks  overdue.  ' 

“He  doesn’t  fit  into  the  hospital  bassinet,”  she 
said.  “It’s  really  something  to  see  all  those  little 
babies  in  their  bassinets  and  then  Kevin  in  his 
pediatric  crib.” 

Kevin  also  doesn’t  fit  into  the  baby  clothes  his 
parents  bought.  Instead,  he’s  wearing  outfits  de¬ 
signed  for  9-month-old  babies. 

“We’ll  have  to  start  all  over  again  buying 
clothes,”  his  mother  said. 

Mrs.  Clark  said  she  expected  a  large  baby, 
since  it  runs  in  the  family.  She  weighed  9  pounds 
at  birth.  Her  husband  Robert,  a  Navy  enlistee 
stationed  at  nearby  Lakehurst  Naval  Air  En¬ 
gineering  Center,  was  a  10-pound  baby. 


“My  husband  says  Kevin’s  going  to  be  a  foot¬ 
ball  player  when  he  grows  up,”  she  said.  “His 
appetite  has  been  just  tremendous.” 

The  Clarks  also  have  a  daughter,  3-year-old 
Kristina,  who  weighed  8  pounds,  1  ounce  at 
birth. 

“She  was  uncomfortable  to  carry,  but  he  was 
very  uncomfortable  to  carry  around,”  Mrs.  Clark 
said. 

“The  nurses  say  he’s  going  to  walk  out  of  the 
hospital  on  his  own,”  Mrs.  Clark  said.  “He  won’t, 
really.  He’s  a  baby  just  like  any  of  the  others 
here.  He’s  just  a  little  bigger.” 

Another  New  Jersey  baby  who  has  attracted 
attention  because  she  weighed  only  1  pound,  3 
ounces  at  birth  continues  to  show  progress. 

Faith  Materowski,  who  weighed  1  pound,  514 
ounces  on  her  one-month  birthday  March  23,  was 
up  to  1  pound,  -13 !4  ounces  Tuesday  at  the  Hack¬ 
ensack  Medical  Center. 


Marriages  blamed  for  defects 

PEKING  —  Population  studies  show  that  8 
percent  of  the  20  million  babies  born  annually  in 
China  have  birth  defects  or  are  mentally  re¬ 
tarded,  largely  because  of  marriages  between 
cousins,  foreign  experts  said  Tuesday. 

The  well-informed  experts,  who  asked  not  to 
be  identified,  said  the  the  problem  of  congenital 
handicaps  and  retardation  is  greatest  in  isolated 
areas  where  the  gene-pool  is  restricted  and  tradi¬ 
tion  has  permitted  marriage  between  cousins. 

More  than  80  percent  of  China’s  1  billion  people 
live  in  the  countryside,  many  in  remote  areas.

Search  for  lost  bomber 


hampered  by  weather 


LAS  VEGAS,  Nev.  (AP)  —  Snow  in  the  moun¬ 
tains  and  clouds  in  the  valleys  hampered  Air  Force 
pilots  searching  for  a  B-52  and  its  crew  of  seven  that 
disappeared  on  a  practice  bombing  mission  in 
southern  Nevada. 

Planes  began  scouring  the  rugged  terrain  at 
dawn,  but  some  had  to  turn  back  because  of  the  bad 
weather,  which  was  expected  to  continue  through 
late  Wednesday. 

“It’s  snowing  in  the  upper  elevations  of  the 
mountains  and  we’ve  got  clouds  into  the  valleys,” 
said  Lt.  Col.  Mike  Wallace,  a  spokesman  at  Nellis 
Air  Force  Base.  “A  lot  of  the  mountain  tops  are 
covered  with  snow,  it’s  cloudy  and  the  pilots  can’t 
see  very  much.” 

The  same  bad  weather  was  reported  on  Monday 
in  the  northern  portion  of  the  sprawling  Nellis 
range,  a  three  million-acre  expanse  of  desert, 
mountains  and  canyons.  The  range,  roughly  the 
size  of  Switzerland,  is  a  major  target  area  for  bom¬ 
bers  and  fighters  from  bases  across  the  United 
States. 

The  missing  B-52  took  off  on  Monday  morning 
from  Robins  Air  Force  Base  in  Georgia.  It  was  last 
heard  from  at  1  p.m.  PST  when  it  descended  to 
begin  a  low-level  practice  bombing  run  at  the  Nellis 
range.

Condition  improving, 
Romney  to  be  released 
from  hospital  Thursday 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  chipper  Gov. 
Scott  Matheson,  recovering  from  a  mild  heart 
attack,  wants  to  return  to  his  office  sooner  than 
doctors  have  suggested,  an  aide  says. 

Monday,  Matheson  received  a  telephone  “get 
well”  message  from  President  Reagan. 

Kent  Briggs,  an  aide,  said  the  Republican  presi¬ 
dent  and  Democratic  governor  chatted  briefly,  jok¬ 
ing  some  but  discussing  nothing  of  substantial  na¬ 
ture. 

On  Tuesday  the  54-year-old  governor  was  tenta¬ 
tively  scheduled  to  return  to  his  Capitol  Hill  office 
the  first  week  of  May. 

Briggs  said  despite  his  illness,  Matheson  con¬ 
tinues  to  make  major  and  minor  state  decisions. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  — Marion  G.  Romney, 
first  counselor  in  the  First  Presidency  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  is 
improving  and  may  be  well  enough  to  leave  the 
hospital  on  Thursday,  a  church  spokesman  says. 

Romney,  85,  was  admitted  to  LDS  Hospital  here 
April  6  for  treatment  of  a  urinary  tract  problem. 

“He’s  still  in  satisfactory  condition  and  he  con¬ 
tinues  to  improve,”  said  Don  LeFevre,  a  spokes¬ 
man  for  the  LDS  Church. 

“The  doctors  say  that  if  all  goes  well,  he  should  be 
released  about  Thursday,”  LeFevre  said.  “He’s 
apparently  had  a  bit  of  a  temperature,  but  that’s 
normal  now.”

BYU’s  Eric  Varoz  stunned  the  Wyom¬ 
ing  Cowboys  in  the  bottom  of  the  ninth 
inning  Tuesday  with  a  grand-slam  home 
run,  giving  the  Cougars  an  8-6  come-from- 
behind  win  and  a  sweep  of  the  three  game 
series  as  BYU  won  two  previous  games, 
10-2  and  8-0. 

The  stage  was  set  for  BYU’s  come  back 
as  tension  mounted  in  the  second  game  of 
Tuesday’s  doubleheader  when  the 
Cougars  gave  up  two  runs  in  the  top  of  the 
ninth  inning.  This  put  Wyoming  in  the 
driver’s  seat  with  a  6-2  lead  and  only  three 
outs  remaining. 

BYU’s  hopes  dimmed  even  further  as 
shortstop  Cory  Snyder  led  off  for  the 
Cougars  in  the  top  ninth  by  flying  out  to 
the  Cowboy’s  centerfielder.  Following 
Snyder,  however,  was  Mark  Inouye  who 
ripped  a  single  and  moved  to  second  as  Jim 
Mecate  drew  a  base  on  balls. 

Nate  Hyde  kept  things  going  for  BYU 
by  hitting  a  single  and  loading  the  bases. 
At  this  point,  Wyoming  went  to  reliever, 
’  John  Koslowski,  but  he  walked  Bart  Day 


and  Rob  Ray  on  nine  pitches,  scoring  two 
and  making  the  total  6-4. 

Varoz  came  to  the  plate  with  Hyde  on 
third,  pinch-runner  Dean  Carrick  on 
second,  and  Ray  on  first.  Wyoming 
brought  in  a  left-handed  reliever,  Mike 
Dunn,  to  face  the  left-handed  batting 
Varoz. 

Dunn  threw  one  pitch  and  Varoz  sent  it 
sailing  over  the  rightfield  fence,  giving 
and  the  Cougars  the  victory  with  a  grand 
slam. 

BYU  Coach  Gary  Pullins  said  he  had 
originally  tola  Varoz  to  take  the  first 
pitch.  “At  first  we  agreed  to  take  a  pitch,” 
said  Varoz.

Poulton  said  the  invitation  to  the 
White  House  “was  more  than  a  social 
visit.

Eyestone,  who  clock¬ 
ed  a  time  of  28  minutes, 
48  seconds  over  the  the 
10,000  meters,  placed 
ninth  in  what  he  termed 
“an  excellent  field,”  that 
included  Henry  Rono 
and  Eyestone’s  Amer¬ 
ican  cross  country  team¬ 
mate  Pat  Porter. 

But  Eyestone  said  he 
had  determined  before 
the  race  to  run  in  order 
to  qualify,  and  when  the 
maj  ority  of  the  field  took 
off  after  the  first  mile, 
the  Cougar  sophomore 
stuck  to  his  plans,  main¬ 
taining  a  steady  pace 


throughout  the  race. 

“With  a  mile  left,  I 
looked  up  at  the  clock 
and  I  had  five  minutes  to 
run  it  so  I  knew  I  would 
be  able  to  coast  in  to 
qualify,”  Eyestone  said. 

Oregon’s  Jim  Hill, 
who  is  redshirting  this 
season,  won  the  event  in 
27:55.  Porter  grabbed 
the  runner-up  spot. 

Eyestone  said  he 
plans  to  work  on  the 
5,000-meter  run  to  qual¬ 
ify  in  that  event  for  the 


Cougars.  “Then  I’ll  see 
how  my  times  stack  up 
against  the  rest  of  the 
nation  in  order  to  decide 
which  race  to  run”  in 
nationals.
